This email seeks to follow-up on the status of FOIA Request No. 2019-1033, which was submitted on 
May 23, 2019 and is also attached to this email. 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(6) requires that an agency respond 
to any request within 20 days (excepting weekends and public holidays) after receipt of the request 
and to inform the requester of its determination. Although the 20-day period generally begins 
running upon receipt of the request by the appropriate component of the agency, 5 U.S.C. § 552(a) 
(6)(A)(ii) makes clear that "in any event" the 20-day period begins running "no[] later than ten days 
after the request is first received by any component of the agency that is designated ... to receive 
requests." By our count, the 20-day period (plus 10 days) expired on July 5, 2019. However, to date 
we have not received any determination on the request or whether any determination will even be 
forthcoming in a reasonable amount of time. 

Can you or someone in your office advise whether a determination has been made, and if so, what 
that determination is? If no determination is forthcoming, we intend to file a complaint under 5 
U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(B) seeking an order to produce the requested records.

Although the 
20-day period generally begins running upon receipt of the request by the appropriate component of the 
agency, 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(6)(A)(ii) makes clear that “in any event” the 20-day period begins running 
“no[] later than ten days after the request is first received by any component of the agency that is 
designated ... to receive requests.” By our count, the 20-day period (plus 10 days) expired on July 5, 
2019, yet we have not been advised on any determination or whether a determination will even be 
forthcoming in a reasonable amount of time. 

Are you or someone in your office able to advise whether a determination has been made, and if 
so, what that determination is? If no determination is forthcoming, we intend to file a complaint pursuant 
to 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(B) seeking an order to produce the requested records.
